Most public utilities are 
monopolies pure and simple, and by 
virtue of existing laws such monoply 
hears the guise of 
legality notw ith­ 
standing the state Constitution's rig­ 
id declaration that perpetuities 
and 
monopolies are contrary to tile gen­ 
us of a free government and should 
never bt* allowed. It is high time tin* 
Legislature passed an enabling act to 
this particular section of tilt* consti 
t iition. 
"The office of Lieutenant Governor

Morris himself once declared, saved 
the Revolution with his loans of 
more than ten times the amount 
Morris collected 
on that historic 
New Year’s day and whom a grate­ 
ful republic allowed to die in a 
debtor’s prison with $400,000 of the 
$600,000 he had advanced it still un-; 
paid and his body to lie to this day 
in an unmarked grave. 
In fact, it 
is doubtful if a single school His­ 
tory contains the name of Haym 
Salomon, a Jew. 
Salomon was born In Prussian 
Poland in 1740. 
When he came to 
New York some years before the 
Revolution he was a widely-trav­ 
eled, well-educated young man, and 
although he had nothing to gain and 
much to lose by doing so, he es-, 
poused tile patriot’s cause. 
W hen( 
the British troops took posession' 
of New York. 
Salomon, with many' 
other American sympathizers were 
thrown into the gloomy old prison 
known as the Provost, hut fortu­ 
nately for the cause, he escaped and 
went to Philadelphia. 
In the Quaker city he quickly; 
built up a large fortune as a mer-, 
chant and hanker. 
When the darkj 
days of Hie Revolution came and I 
the 
struggle 
for 
independence! 
seemed doomed to failure ' because, 
of lack of money, Salomon, through 
Robert Morris, lent large sums to ( 
tile Continental congress and in ad-1 
dition made loans to many patriot^ 
leaders. 
Just as his career was marked by 
an early rise to fortune, so was it 
marked by an early descent to im­ 
poverishment. The new government 
could riot or would not repay him, 
and many individuals whom he had' 
befriended 
forgot 
to 
help. 
Sad­ 
dened by this ingratitude, both pub-, 
lie and private, and finally thrown) 
into a debtor’s prison he died at the 
age of forty-five years.

e o r g e r o g e r s c l a r k has a 
place in our school histories, 
even though the United States al­ 
lowed the conqueror of the Old 
Northwest to die in poverty and 
neglect and did not pay the full 
honors due his memory until 150 
years later. But where Is there any 
monument erected to the memory of 
Oliver Pollock or anything else to 
remind us of our great debt to him? 
Pollock was an Irishman who em­ 
igrated to America as a youth, lived 
for a time in Carlisle, Pa., then In 
Havana, Cuba, and finally in New 
Orleans. 
During these years he had 
become a successful merchant and 
banker, a wholly self-made man. 
Soon after the outbreak of the Rev­ 
olution he was made commercial 
agent for Virginia by Gov. Patrick 
Henry. 
When 
George 
Rogers 
Clark 
planned his ambitious project for 
the conquest of the British posts in 
the Illinois country, it was Pollock 
who bought with his own mono'1’ 
tile powder and supplies which Clark 
needed and shipped them up the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers to Pitts­ 
burgh. 
Altogether Pollock advanced more 
than $3(X),0O() to the patriot cause, 
mostly on his own notes. 
After the 
war was over he sought in vain for 
a repayment of these debts. 
Believ­ 
ing that 
he might make enough 
money in Cuba to discharge his 
debts he w*ent there. But his New 
Orleans creditors gave him no rest 
and they succeeded in having him 
thrown into jail in Havana. 
His 
friend, the former Governor Galvez 
of Louisiana, secured his release 
and as a prisoner on parole he was 
allowed to go to Philadelphia to 
press his claims against the Ameri­ 
can government. 
Finally in 1785 Pollock was award­ 
ed the sum of $90,OOO, but there was 
no money in the national treasury, 
and it was not paid for another six 
years. 
Undiscouraged by his mis­ 
fortunes, 
Pollock again embarked 
upon trading ventures and was so 
s u c c e s s fu l that in 1790 he had paid 
every cent he owed in New Orleans. 
Eventually the federal governm ent 
paid him a claim of $108,605 aud his 
other accounts with Virginia were 
paid by that state. 
In 1792 he set­ 
tled in Carlisle. Pa., and three tim es 
received the nomination 
for con­ 
gress, but was defeated in the elec­ 
tion each time.
